Detailed Action 

1 . ' The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 ,2,3,7, 8 and 1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Evans et al 

Note pins 60, 64 dipper 14, rod 62, recesses 20, 28, links 30 and bushings 66, 68 
whose heads fit in recesses. 

Note since brushings 66, 68 must fit on the recesses it would have been obvious 
to select these bushing from available bmshings. 

3. Claims 4,5,6,9 and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any Inten/ening claims. 

4. Applicants' arguments have been carefully considered but are not deemed 
pervasive since the claim is directed to only a single implement as opposed to a plurality 
of implements each with a different size recess and the collection comprising a separate 
pair of bushings for each implement. 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
